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RURAL SCIENCE IN 

NATIONAL SCHOOLS. 

BENEFITS OF MEDICAL 
INSPECTION. . 


Under the auspices of the County Kildare 
National Teachers’ Organisation a conference 
was held at Newbridge last Saturday after- 


noon. 

The Chairman (Mr. Patrick Byrne), on 
behalf of the County Kildare Committee of 
the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, 
welcomed those present: He said that they 
were particularly pleased that Dr. Harbison, 
county medical officer of health, and Mr. 
Joseph Hanly, organising inspector of rural 
science, were present. Conferences of educa- 
tionalists, they were told by the Inspection 
Commission, should be of more frequent oc- 
currence, With that they were in full agree- 
ment. The education of boys between fourteen 
and sixteen years: the education and employ- 
ment or apprenticeship of youths between 
sixteen and eighteen years; the problems of 
meals for school children; the providing of 
Ea rid and school plots, and the erection 
and upkeep of suitable schools were but a 


future should be either solved by experts or 
bungled by quacks. 
RURAL SCIENCE. 

Rural science was not favourably accepted 
as a compulsory subject of the programme by 
the representative teachers on the programme 
conference. It flavoured of vocationalism, 
which primary teachers claimed should not 
come until after the primary course; then on 
the model farm or model garden, in the 
workshop, office, secondary school or univer- 
sity. The defects of their technical school and 
so-called secondary school system could not, 
he believed, be made good by piling subjects 
on to the already. overloaded programme of 
the primary school. Now, however, that rural 
science was a compyinty subject of their pro- 
gramme, no effort would be spared to make it 
a successful primary school subject. 

Medical iftspection of school children had 
been sought for, against opposition, by. the 
teachers’ organisation for many years. Pur- 
sued on proper lines, it should bring immense 
benefits, compared with which the costs would 
be but a paltry consideration. . Anything 
that teachers could do to facilitate the work 
of medical inspection would, he felt, be done 
willingly and enthusiastically. 

NATURE STUDY. 

Mr. Joseph Hanly then gave a brief address 

Science Teaching in National 
He said that there was no desire 
or reason whatever why rural science, or 
nature study, should flavour of vocationalism. 
Children of twelve or fourteen years had no 
knowledge of economics, and it. was a mistake 
and a waste of time to be talking to children 
about anything economic. The moment they 
entered vocationalism they entered into things 
that were of economic consequence. 

If they had a plot near a school the teacher 
was only interested in showing children how 
the different plants lived and grew. The 
gardener or agriculturist. was interested in 
growing crops that would pay. The teachers 
were merely concerned with grow?ng crops in 
the school garden in order to demonstrate 
their teaching as to the growth of plants and 
flowers as a pure:y educational training. 
Rural science would eventually lay the 
foundation for horticulture or agriculture, but 
it was not in any way intended to be 
vocational. 

THREE COURSES. 


nature study for boys’ schools and nature 
study for girls’ schools, The easiest and best 
course for boys was the rural science course— 
that was, where they had little plots attached 
to the schoois. A large plot was undesirable, 
because it involved too much manual labour ; 
but where there was a small plot of land 
available rural science should he taught in 
preference to nature study. The nature study 
course should be taught in every school where 
there was a teacher competent, but where 
there was not a plot available for rural 
science; but that course and the nature study 
course for girls should not be taught from 
the blackboard ; the more practical they made it 
the better. If rural science, or nature study. 
was properly taught to children, they were 
attractive, because children were keenly in- 
terested in facts. They could give a nice 
lecture on a green’ leaf, hétanse the whole 
organic life of the world depeniled on the leaf. 
The nature study course for girls gid not 
require a plot of ground; Wut there again the 
subject should be made practical, and they 
should use flowers. to illustrate. lectures 

In the course of a discussion as to the 
various points raised on the paper, questions 
were asked as to practical methods of teach- 
ing and the desirability of having primers 
for children, and Mr. Hanly said that he did 
not like the idea of primers for children, 
becanse he was afraid that the tendency 
would be to make the subject bookish, and 
that was one of the things that they should 
avoid about rural science or nature study. 
He should like, however, to see a book in the 
hands of the teacher, who could interpret it 
and pass it un to the children. 

Dr. J. A. Harbison, county medical officer 
of health, in the course of a paper on ‘‘ School 
Medical Inspection,” said that the subject 
was causing a good deal of thought tu those 
responsible for the health and educaiion of 
the children. School medical inspection was 
one of the main planks of preventive n.edicine, 
and few branches of medical science had made 
more rapid progress in recent years or at- 
tracted more public discussion than the science 
of preventive medicine or public health. 

he care of the health of the young was a 
national duty, and must be faced on national 
lines and regulated and supervised with all 
the care which the State can bestow upon 
it. Realising that the schools offered the best 
opportunity, the State began with the schools 
the modern programme of revehtive 
medicine, which seeks in the individual him- 
self more than in the surroundings the poten- 
tialities for health improvement. In this 
country political upheavals delayed the pass- 
ing and operation of legislation for this most 
necessary service, but now that they had 
reached calmer days it behoved them to do 
all in their power to make the service a vital 
force in national life. 

NEED OF CO-OPERATION. 

The scheme had great aims worthy of their 
best efforts to achieve. The success of the 
measures must largely depend on their re- 
ceiving the whole-hearted co-operation of the 
different bodies concerned—the State,’ the 
county or local government, with its medical, 
nursing and administrative staff; education 
authorities, schoo] managers, teachers and al! 
those connected with the purely educational 
side of school life; the social side and volun 
tary agencies ; the Church, which must always 
play a large part in the educational life of 
the community; the Press, and last, but by 
no means least, the parents themselves. 

He then explained in detail the methods 
considered. desirable in the practical carrying 
out of: the inspection in the schools, em 
dwelt on the importance of the- recently 
much-discussed subject of health education, 
with which was associated physical education. 
The whole work required the persistent, atten- 
tion of everybody involved in it, but it was 
a work well worth while. 

The Rev. Father Stafford expressed the 
highest appreciation of Dr. Harbison’s excol- 
lent address, and said they would leave 
nothing undone to second his efforts. 

Dr. Harbison, in reply to the Chairman, 
said that they hoped to start the actual 
inspection in July. There were financial and 
other details to be gone into, but they hoped 
to have all that completed and to start 
actually with the scheme in July. 
EDUCATION AND HEALTH. 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell, T.D., General Secra. 
tary, Irish National Teachers’ Organisation 
congratulated the County Kildare Teachers’ 
Association and the, County Committee on 
having arranged such an admirable con- 


ference. They had done great service to the 
cause of education and of pie health. ‘he 
Teachers’ Organisation had always been 


urging that conferences of the kind should 
be inaugurated, and that they should have 
the co-operation of the Education Department 
in their work and their advice and assistance, 
such as they now had from the expert in 
rural science. 
The organisation had also been urging the 
introduction of school medical inspection, and 
it was a pleasure to see that gradually their 
ideals were being put into practice. e con.

1ecreative literature, attributed to the 
counter-attractions of the cinema and 
wireless concerts, is referred to in 
the annual report of the Cork Public 
Library. The ficticn returns show a 


decrease of over ten thousand issues in the 
year, but it is gratifying to note that in 
the juveni'e department and also in the 
technical, sociological and educational 
branches of literature an increased output 
is shown. 

Although in the past year the aggregate 
circulation of books constitutes the third 
largest since the establishment of the 
library, it is suggested that the facilities 
afforded to the citizens in the provision of 
recreative an‘! instructive reading are not 
so largely used as might be expected,

adopted or the number of houses that it 
would be possible to provide in any 
particular district.

INFIRMARY EXTENSION. 


A moving appeal for increased support 
from the general public is made in the 
annual report of the South Charitable 
Infirmary, Cork. Although the finances 
of the institution have not been sufficient 
to bear the cost of upkeep during the 
past two years, much-needed extensions 
to the hospital are at present in course of 
construction and will, it is anticipated 
be compieted during the next few months. 

These will mean the provision of a 
separate children’s ward and suitable 
accommodation for other departments of 
hospital work, which have for some time 
been engaging the attention of the. Com- 
mittee. A supply of radium, which has 
been found successful in the treatment of 
the early stages of cancer, was purchased 
during the year, and it is pointed out 
that an anonymous contribution of £100 
has been offered towards the purchase of 
this provided a further £200 is raised for 
the same purpose. 


MILLSTREET COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 


The threatened abolition of Millstreet 
Cottage Hospital, as recommended by the 
Poor Law Commission, has raised a 
regular storm of protest locally, and at a 
public meeting held during the week a 
resolution was passed opposing the pro- 
posal and calling on their representatives 
in the Dail to “offer the most vigorous 
opposition to the suggestion.” 

It has been pointed out that the 
Kanturk Hospital has hardly sufficient 
accommodation for that district. There- 
fore, to add the Millstreet district to that 
area would be distinctly unreasonable, 
said Mr. D. Hinchin recently. It was 
stated in the resolution that the hospital 
was absolutely essential in that large 
district not only for urgent cases, but also 
for checking contagious diseases. 


TOURIST TRAFFIC. 


Striking evidence of the increased 
number of visitors to Ireland. this year 
was furnished by an agent of one of the 
largest trans-Atlantic liners in the course 
of a conversation I had with him at 


Queenstown a few days ago. He told 
me that the number of passengers 
travelling by his company’s liners con- 


stituted an increase of 125 per cent. at 
this period of the year, and it is con- 
fidentiy anticipated that this improvement 
will be to a large extent maintained 
during the summer months, particularly 
in view of the various attractions offered 
this year to visitors. This improvement 
has also been felt by the other shipping 
companies, and I was informed that an 
ever-increasing interest in Irish tourist 
potentialities was being displayed both in 
Canada and the United States. 

In view of the large number of visitors 
to the Free State, particularly from Great 
Britain, who bring their own. motor cars 
in which to tour this country, it is satis- 
factory to record that considerable care 
has been displayed in bringing County 
Cork roads to first-class eondition. The 
transformation has taken place during the 
past few years. One very necessary im- 
provement has been the widening of a 
number of dangerous corners on the main 
roads. Perhaps, the authorities will go 
a step further and keep the hedges at 
those points where by-roads join the main 
thoroughfares sufficiently low to permit a 
view of debouching traffic. 


SUCCESSFUL CLOSE OF 
FEIS CEOIL. 


PRIZE-WINNERS’ CONCERT 
SHOWS BIG ADVANCE. 


The number of persons who feel an interest 
in the Feis Ceoil increases as years go Ly. 
For such among the number as are unable 
to follow the competitions during the week, 
the prize-winners’ concert at the close affords 
a kind of summary of results. Last Satar 
day the Theatre Royal was filled in every 
part for tae performances by prize-winners 
in the 32nd Feis Ceoil, which thus had a 
successfal conclusion 

A rise in the standard of these concerts 
has been gradual, but, on casting the mind 
back to the concert of, say, ten years ago, 
how marked the advance appears! No room 
is left in the programme now for prizo- 
winners im the junior classes, so numerous 
and varied are the advanced classes that 
have to be represented. Most of the per- 
formers who represent the advanced classes 
are musicians who were stimulated in their 
art by earlier successes in the minor . com- 
titions. They are living proofs that the 
‘eis is performing its mission. 

Miss Laelia Fineberg inevitably was the 
most conspicuous artiste in last Saturday's 
concert. She sang songs that represented 
her work in the competitions for the Wallis 
Cup, the Plunket. Greene Cup, the Gervase 
Elwes Cup, and the Denis O'Sullivan Medal, 
and the climax of the concert was her repeti- 
tion, in costume, of tha remarkable perform- 
ance of Ophelia’s mad scene from Ambroise 
Thomas's ‘‘ Hamlet”’ opera, which won her 
the Rathmines and Rathgar Musical Society's 
Cup for dramatic solo singing. . 


THE INSTRUMENTAL SIDE. 
On the instrumental side, the most impros- 
sive individual performance was Mr. Freddie 


Stone’s masterly playing of the Chopin 
Polonaise, one of the test pieces in the 
Pigott Cup competition. It was a strikingly 


mature and authoritative bit of work. 

The string quartet (Miss Maude Davin's) 
and the senior instrumental trio (Miss Mae 
Vize, Miss Lucie Vize, and Miss Moll 
Phillips) also contrubuted work of a hig 
standard in chamber music. Miss Madge 
Bradbury's brilliant performance of a move- 
ment of the Chopin concerto, with which she 
won the Hamilton Harty Cup, suffered in 
effect, inevitably, for want of the contrast 
of orchestral tone. 

Mr. Frank Cowle was well suited by the 
baritone solo test, ‘‘ For the Mountains Shall 
Depart,’’. from ‘‘Elijah,’’ but Prince Igor’s 
Song, which he sang as winner of the Joseph 
O'Mara Cup, reveated the lack of variety in 
his singing. His style is highly pleasing, as 
far as it goes; voice of beautiful quality,

Your Exceliency—Your Note of the 
13th April, containing the text of a draft 
ireaty for the renunciation of war, 
together with copies of the correspondence 
between the United States and French 
Governments on the subject of this treaty,

\ Note has also been received from the 
French Government, containing certain 
suggestions for discussion in connection 
with the proposed treaty, and the German 
Govern.nent were good enough to send me 
a copy of the reply which has been made 
by them to the proposals of the United 
States Government. 

The suggestion for the conclusion of a 
treaty for the renunciation of war as an 
instrurrent of national policy. has evoked 
widespread interest in this country, and. 
His Majesty’s Government will support 
the movement to the ‘utmost of their 
power. 


NO SERIOUS DIVERGENCE. 

After making a careful study of the 
text containec in your Excellency’s Note 
and of the amended text suggested in the 
French Note, His Majesty's Government 
feel convinced that there is no serious 
divergence between the effect of these two 
drafts. 

This impression is confirmed by a study 
of the text of the speech by the Secretary 
of State of the United States, te which 
your Excellency drew my attontion, and. 
which he delivered before the American

The aim of the United States 
Government, “ds T uhdetstand it, is to 
embody in a treaty a broad statement. of 
principle, to proclaim without restriction 
or qualification that war shall not be 
used as an instrument of policy. With 
this aim. His Majesty's Government are 
wholly in accord. 

The French proposals, equally imbued 
vith the same purpose, have merely 
added an indication of certain exceptional 
circumstances in which the violation of 
that principle by one party may oblige 
the others to take action seeming at first 
sight to be inconsistent with the terms of 
the pro,osed pact. His Majesty's Govern- 
ment appreciate the scruples which have 
prompted these suggestions by the French 
Government. The exact fulfilmente of 
treaty engagements is a matter which 
affects the national honour ; precision as 
io the scope of such engagements is, 
therefore, of importance. 
suggestions made by the French Govern- 
ment has been carefully considered from 
ihis point of view. 


NO ADDITION NEEDED. — 

After studying. the one of Article 1 
of the United States draft, His Majesty's 
Government do not tnink that its terms 
exclude action which a State may be forced 
to take in self-defence. Mr. Kellogg has 
made it clear in the speech to which I 
have referred above that he regards the 
rivht of self-defence as inalienable, and 
His Majesty's Government are disposed to 
think that on this question no addition to 
the text is necessary. i 

\s regards the text of Article 2, no 
appreciable difference is found between the 
American and the French proposals. His 
Majesty’s Government are, therefore, con- 
tent to accept the former, if, as they under- 
stand to be the case, a dispute “among 
the high contracting parties ' is a phrase 
wile enough to cover a dispute between 
any two of them. i 

The French Note suggests the addition 
ol an article providing that violation of 
the treaty by one of the «parties ‘should 


release the remainder from their obliga- |. 


tions under the treaty towards that party. 

His Majesty’s Government are not 
satisfied that, if the treaty stood alone, 
the addition of some such provision would 
wot be necessary. Mr. Kellogg’s speech, 
however, shows that he put forward for 
acceptance the text of the proposed treaty 
upon the understanding that violation of 
the undertaking by one party would free 
the remaining parties from the obligation 
to observe its terms in respect of the 
treaty-breaking State. 

EQUAL VALUE WITH TREATY. 

lf it is agreed that this is the principle 
wich will apply in the case of this par- 
ticular treaty, His Majesty's Government 
are satisfied, and will not ask for the | 
‘isertion of any amendment. Means can, 
ho doubt, be found without difficulty of 
Placing this understanding on record in 
some appropriate manner, so that it may 
have equal value with the terms of the 
treaty itself.

FUNDAMENTAL. 


For the Government of this country 
respect for the obligations arising out of 
the Covenant of the League of Nations 
and out of the Locarno Treaties is funda- 
mental. Our position in this regard is 
identical with that of the German Govern- 
ment, as indicated in their Note of the 
27th April. 

His. Majesty’s Government could not 
agree to any new treaty which would 
weaken or undermine these engagements 
on which the peace of Europe rests. In- 
deed, public interest in this country in 
the scrupulous falfilment of these engage- 
ments is so great that His Majesty’s 
Government would for their part prefer 
to see some such provision. as, Article 4 of 
the French draft embodied in the text of 
the treaty. “Tó this we understand there 
will be no objection. Mr. Kellogg has 
made it clear in the speech to which I 
have drawn attention that he had no in- 
tention by the terms of the new treaty of 
preventing the parties to the Covenant of 
the League or to the Locarno Treaty from 
fulfilling their obligations. 

The language of Article 1, as to the 
renunciation of war as an instrument of 
national policy, renders it desirable that 
I should remind Your Excellency that 
there are certain regions of the world the 
welfare and, integrity. of, which constitute 
u. special and vital interest for our. peace 
and safety. t 


CLEAR UNDERSTANDING. 

His Majesty’s Government have -been at 
pains to make it clear in the past that 
interference with these regions cannot be 
suffered. Their protection against attack 
is: to the British Empire a measure of 
self-defence. It must be clearly under- 
stood that His Majesty’s Government. in 
Great Britain accept the new treaty upon 
the distinct understanding that it does 
not prejudice their freedom of: action in 
this respect. 

The Government of the United States 
have comparable interests, any disregard 
of which by a foreign Power they have 
declared that they. would regard as an un- 
friendly act. His Majesty’s Government 
believe, therefore, that in defining their 
position they are expressing the intention 
and meaning of the United States Govern- 
ment. | 


DELAY NOT NECESSARY. 

As regards the measure of participation 
in the new treaty before it would come 
into force, His Majesty’s Government 
agree that it is not necessary to wait until 
all the nations of the world have signified 
their willingness to become parties. On the 
other hand, it would be embarrassing if 
certain States in Europe with whom the 
proposed participants are already in close 
treaty relations were not included among 
the parties. His Majesty’s Government 
see no reason, however, to doubt that these 
States will gladly accept its terms. 

Universality would, in any case, be 
difficult of attainment, and might even be 
inconvenient, for there are some States 
whose Governments have not yet been 
universally recognised, and some which are 
scarcely in a position to ensure the 
maintenance of good order and security 
within their territories. The conditions 
for the inclusion of such States among the 
parties to the new treaty is a question to 
which further attention may, perhaps, be 
devoted with advantage. It is, however, a 
minor question as compared with the 
attainment of the more important. purpose 
in view. 
After this examination of the terms of 
the proposed treaty and of the points to 
which it gives rise, Your Excellency will! 
realise that His Majesty’s Government find 
nothing in their existing commitments 
which prevents their hearty co-operation 
in this new movement for strengthening 
the foundations of peace. They will gladly 
co-operate in the conclusion of such a pact 
as is proposed, and are ready to engage 
with the interested Governments in the 
negotiations which are necessary for the 
purpose. 

THE EMPIRE. 

Your Excellency will observe that the 
detailed arguments in the foregoing para- 
graphs are expressed on behalf of His 
Majesty’s Government in Great Britain.

DICTATOR AND JAPANESE.

Marshal Chan Tso-lin, the 
Northern dictator, yesterday had with the 
Japanese Minister, Yoshizawa. 

According to the Chinese versions the 
Japanese offered to co-operate with 
Marshal! Chang Tso-lin in developing Man- 
ehuria and Mongolia, and also in defend- 
ing the country there against any inva- 
sion from China proper. .Marsha]l Chan 
Tso-lin is reported to have replied tha 
retreat to Manchuria now would be a sign 
that he was merely a Japafes¢ puppet, 
and that he was, therefore, determined to 
carry on warfare against the Southerners 
until they had abandoned Radicalism. 

There is now every indication that the 
fighting will continue on an increasing 
scale between the Northerners and the 
Southerners, Marsha] Chang “Tso-lin’s 
action being construed as a direct chal- 
lenge to the Christian General, Feng 
Yuh-siang. 

The Japanese are continuing active 
plans for the defence of the Legation 
quarters, partly in co-operation with the 
Protocol Powers, but, in addition, they 
have also taken over the former Russian 
barracks for the accommodation of troops.

JAPAN’S AIMS. 

It appears to observers that Japan has 
succeeded, possibly intentionally, in mak- 
ing the Shantung issue common to all 
China, and is seeking a pretext to con- 
tinue her interference. Indications point 
to a disinclination on the part of other 
Powers to support the Japanese position. 

Japanese troops are being sent from 
Manchurian and Koreah garrisons to 
Peking, and only a small railway force 
is betng retained at Shantung. 

A belated letter from Tsinanfu, which 
reports the death of Mrs. Henry Hobart, 
wife of an American missionary, which 
was reported over a week ago by a 
Tientsin correspondent, adds the iníorma- 
tion that she was slain in her home. by 
Northern soldiers, after the house and 
mission had been long under fire; on the 
alleged grounds that student missions and 
schools are all Nationalist, due to the 
teaching therein. While the coffin was 
being. made, says the letter, the workers 
were under specially directed fire. 

The letter adds that. a pagoda, datin 
from the time of Confucius, was destroy 
in the fighting at Tsinanfu, and thé stones 
in the edifice used for barricades. 


MINE EXPLOSION. 


26 DEAD: 120 MISSING. 


Frow Revrter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

BROWNSVILLE, PENN., Saturday. 

It is feared that 150 miners were en- 
tombed to-night in the Mather Mine, 
twenty miles from here, by an explosion 
followed by a fire. Rescue crews are work- 
ing feverishly to save the missing men. 

The seriousness of the disaster is in- 
dicated by the report of the rescue crews 
that they found twenty dead bodies in one 
place. Not all who have been entombed 
in the mine, however, are dead, and oné 
group of sixteen reported by mine-tele- 
phone that they were themselves in an 
entry, about 3,000 feet from the shaft, and 
were getting some fresh air. 

Sunday, 

Fighting their way through débris- 
strewn passages fifteen rescue parties in 
the Mather Mine to-day reached a point 
close to where the terrific explosion last 
night entombed more than 100 miners. 
Behind this point it was believed that most 
of the missing men would be found. One 
veteran rescuer declared that “the chances 
of getting them out alive are slim.”

120 has been listed as missing, 26 are 
known to be dead, and five are in hospital 
in a critical condition.

ENGLISHWOMAN AS VICTIM.

An atrocious murder was discovered at 
Le Touquet, Paris Plage, this morning.

THE BRITISH NOTE A 
DISTINCT ADVANCE, 


The British reply to the American peace 
proposals is at oncé cordial and ive, 
remarks The Times editorially. Nothing 
car be more emphatic than the declara- 
tion in the Note comniunicated to the 
United States Government on Saturday 
that the suggestion for the conclusion of a 
treaty for the renunciation of war as an 
instrument of natjonal policy h + evoked 
widesptead interest in this country, and 
His Majesty’s. Government will support 
the movement to the utmost of their 
power. This declaration in itself implies 
much more than mere acquiescence. 
| The British Note is a serious piece of 
work, and goes far to remove the diffi- 
culties that might have impeded the 
accomplishment of the purpose proclaimed 
by the Government of the United States. 
It marks a ‘distinct advance, not least 
because it represents a renewal of active 
co-operation between the British Empire 
and the United States in a form directly 
useful to the world at large. The value 
of the Note and the importance of the 
occasion are énhanced by the fact that in 
this new. international enterprise the whole 
British Empire speaks with one voice. 

It may be, expected that the publica- 
tion “of the British Note will greatly 
stimulate the movement for the conelusion 
of the pact. Perhaps, negotiations for the 
purpose may be carried on througl.out the 
ordinary diplomatic channels, but it seems 
very probable, as Generel, Smuts points 
out in the interesting statement we 
published: on Saturday, that a conference 
may be necessary. But if a conference is 
to be held, and if the greatest risks of 
failure are to be avoided, there can, after 
previous experiences, bé no doubt what- 
ever that. it. must. not be held outside the 
United States.

AMERICAN VIEW OF 
~ BRITISH NOTE. 


Telegraphing from. Washington yester- 
day, The. Times. Correspondent states :— 
The reply of Great Britain to the pro- 
posal of the Uniteda States Government 
ofa, multilateral treaty, renouncing war 
as an instrument of national policy, was 
handed to the Press here yesterday, with 
an intimation from the Secretary of State 
(Mr.. Kellogg) that he considered its 
terms highly encouraging. Assurances 
that His«Majesty’s Government will sup- 
port the movement to the utmost of their 
power, and are wholly in accord with the 
aim of the United States, have been 
thrown into relief: by practically all the 
newspapers, and the cordial tone which 
marks the presentation of certain aspects 
of the problem, of special importance to 
Great Britain, has not been lost to sight. 

There were not wanting—there are 
never wanting—a few who expressed dis- 
appointment. that Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s Note should not have been an en- 
thusiastic and unreserved acceptance of 
the plan of the United States. These 
found no support, however, in the State 
Department, where, for some time past, 
it had been felt that the success or failure 
of their. proposals depended; to a great 
‘degree on the attitude of the. British 
Government, and where the frank and 
conciliatory spirit in which that*attitude 
‘is sét forth is thought to be wholly pro-

INCENDIARISM IN 
COUNTY DUBLIN. 


ATTEMPT TO FIRE SHOP 
AND DWELLING.

An unsuccessful attempt was made in 
the small hours of Sunday morning last to 
burn down the licensed premises - and 
dwellinghouse of Mr. John Kennedy, Old 
Bawn, about two miles from Tallaght, 
County Dublin. 

At about 1 o'clock in the morning Mrs. 
Kennedy was awakaned by some noise, 
and, sitting up in bed, heard the crackling 
of burning sticks, Her first thought was 
that some person was lighting a fire in the 
kitchen range, but when she opened the 
door leading to the front parlour she 
found that room lit up by the glare of a 
conflagration outside. ' 

QUICKLY EXTINGUISHED. 

Quickly Mrs. Kennedy aroused. the other 
occupants of the house, Mr. Kennedy and 
his brother; Andrew, and her three 
children—the eldest is thirteen years ol 
age and the youngest six. The two men 
promptly realised the position, and with 
the assistance of the male servant, , who 
was sleeping in an outhouse, attacked the 
flames with a plentiful supply of water 
which had been stored in tanks and milk 
churns at the rear of the house. 

Twenty minutes’ resolute, work. extin- 
guished the blaze, which apparently had 
been in existence’ only a minute or so 
before Mrs. Kennedy was awakened. The 
two doors in the front of the building, 
together with the framework. of the 
windows had suffered from the flames, and 
~er glass had been ‘cracked by the 

t. 


Paper. old sacking, ivy boughs, and 
othertinflammable material had been piled 
against the doors and sprinkled with 
petrol. A petrol tin had exploded, and 
was found a little distance away. A 
“ toffee’’ tin also was found which had 
contained petrol. 
INCENDIARIES IN A MOTOR. 

It is believed that the. noise which 
awakened Mrs. Kennedy was the explo- 
sion of the petrol tin, and she states that 
immediately afterwards she heard the 
sounds of a motor-car being started and 
driven away. 

Mr. Andrew Kennedy cycled to Tallarht 
and. informed the Civic Guard of the 
occurrence, The Guards returned with 
him to the scene, and were busy making 
inquiries throughout yesterday. . 

‘Mr. Kennedy, who is a native of 
Tipperary, has become popular in the dis- 
trict since he purchased these premises 
seven or eight years ago, and no explana- 
tion of the incendiary attack has been put 


forward.

IN GERMANY. 


HEAVY POLL IN A 
DOWNPOUR, 


“GAINS BY LEFT 
WING PARTIES. 


NO EXCITEMENT 
ANYWHERE.

BERLIN, Sunday, 6 p.m. 

Over shirtee, million German men and 
women went to the polling stations to-day 
in most ] arís of Germany in a downpour 
cf rain in order to elect a new Reichstaz, 
and simultuneously in Prussia the 
l'russian Diet. The voting. hours were 
Letween 8 a:m. and 5 p.m. 

The miserable weather which prevailed 
in Berlin and elsewhere did not prevent 
the electors f:om doing their duty, but it 
cid kill all efforts to infuse enthusiasm 
end excitement into the streets of Berlin 
end other cities, with the result that thev 
showed little evidence that a general 
e'ection was ir. progress, the only indica- 
tion of such an event being that numerous 
houses displayed either Republican, 
Monarchist, or red flags, and that 
occasional motor lorries laden with party 
enthusiasts dashed through the streets 
scattering pamphlets, which soon littered 
the dirty pavements and roads. 


THE ISSUE IN THE ELECTIONS. 


There is no outstanding war-cry to 
stimulate the interest of the electors in 
this election, the battle being fought on 
internal questions and on strictly party 


lines. The issue is between the Left 
parties—namely, the Socialists and 
Democrats — and the Right parties— 
namely, the German Nationalists, the 


People’s Party and the Centre, with the 
extremists—namely, the Communists and 
Fascists—playing lone hands, and waiting 
te attack whatever Government is returned . 
to power. 

Altogether. twenty-five parties are 
appealing to the electors. but the great 
majority of these are ‘‘ freak’’ parties» 
who have little prospect of returning even 
a singlé deputy to the Reichstag. For the 
past week the newspapers of both the 
tight and Left have been busy exchanging 
““eompliments,” and have informed their 
readers of the imminent ruin of Germany 
unless electors return a Nationalist or a 
Socialist majority in the Reichstag as the 
case may be 


THE PARTIES’ PAPERS. . 


The Lokalanzeiger sums up the situation 
to-day by proclaiming that “ the fight 
is between Socialists and German 
Nationalists,’’ and it summons its readers 
to vote against “ Marxists, the deadly 
enemies of the middle classes, the sup- 
porters of national dishonour, who want 
Germans and Prussians to vote :5 please 
the French.” 

The papers of the Left retaliate by 
drawing a gloomy picture for their readers 
of ‘what will happen to Germany if the 
new Reichstag should possess a Nationalist 
majority, as the last one did, while the 
Communist Red Fiag briefly sums up its 
wishes by publishing pictures on its front 
page of Dr. Marx, Herr Stresemann, and 
other prominent politicians, ail with ropes 
round their necks hanging from the figure 
five. which is the Communist Party's 
number on the ballot papers. 


A NEW ELECTORATE. 


Since the last elections in 1924 a new 
generation of voters has sprung up. About 
two million men and women have reached 
the age of twenty, and are consequently 
able for the first time to exercise the 
franchise. These young people know next 
to nothing about the war or about pre-war 
Germany, and consequently are unable to 
make comparison between the Germany 
of to-day and that of William II., and 
an interesting part of the situation 1s 
whether this new generation of German 
electors has voted to-day for the Left 
Parties—that is tosay, for the maintenance 
of the Republic and its institutions, or 
for the Right Parties, which are not 
enamoured of either. 

Political experts have prophesied for 
weeks past that to-day’s elections will 
show a great increase in the number of 
Socialist and Communist voters, with a 
resultant loss to the Right Parties, and 
probably they will be found to have been 
right in their estimates, as there is un- 
doubtedly a swing towards the Left. 


GERMANY’'S FOREIGN POLICY. 

In Germany one thing certain is—that, 
whatever the composition of the new 
Reichstag may be, whether it has a Left 
or a Right majority, Germany’s foreign 
policy will remain in the hands of Herr 
Stresemann, and will be on the lines of 
reconciliation, peace and fulfilment, which 
he has steadfastly followed for the past 
five years. 


AN 85 PER CENT. POLL. 


QUEUES AT BERLIN BOOTHS. 
BERLI‘. Sunday j.00 p. mi. 
It is estimated that 85 per cent. of the 
electorate have voted to-day. At some 
polling stations in Berlin queues had to 
be formed. Most of the results will be 
known late to-night, but a definite and 
clear review of the situation will not be 
possible until to-morrow at the earliest. 
The results are being broadcast, and are 
also being given out by the big newspapers 
in special editions and by means of electric 
sky signs in the, public squares; but the 
steady rain, which is still falling, has so 
far prevented the assembly of large crowds 
or any demonstrations. 


PRESIDENT VOTES EARLY. 

Among the very early voters in Berlin 
to-day were President von Hindenburg, 
who visited the polling booth near his 
palace at 8.30 this morning. He was 
followed by the Chancellor, Dr. Marx, and 
other Ministers, the only absentee being 
Herr Stresemann, the Foreign Minister, 
who was prevented by his illness from 
casting his vote for the German People’s 
Party. 

The police of Berlin have been on duty 
all day ready for all eventualities, but

There are still only partial results ayail- 
able, and they show the same tendency— 
namely, an increase in- the votes of the 
Left parties at the expense chiefly of the 
German Nationals.

The latest figures in the German elections 
show that 9,000,000 votes have been counted, 
with the following result: — The Social 
Democrats (Socialists) have obtained just 
over 5,000,000 votes, giving them the right to 
50 seats; the German Nationals (Nationalists) 
have 1,120,000 votes. that is 19 seats; the 
Centre Party has 689,000 votes, that is 11 
seats; the People’s Party has 1,000,000 votes, 
or 17 seate; the Communists have 1,100,000 

or 18 seats; the Democrats have 

votes, or 7 seats; the German 
People’s Party has 156,000 votes, or 2 seate;

The Nationalists are losing heavily im some 
districts, notably in the industrial regtons, 
such as Chemnitz, Saxony, where, ronghily,

The Socialists and Communiste also gained 
heavily at Chemnitz, and also at Duisburg, 
in the Ruhr region, and have been strong at 
Heidelsberg and Potsdam.

MEETING OF COUNTY 
WICKLOW SOCLETY.

The Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, pre- 
sided last Saturday at the annual meeting of 
the County Wicklow Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals. The meeting 
was held in the Town Hall, Bray, and there 
was a large attendance. 

The Provost said that the prevention of 
cruelty could not be left entirely to the law 
It required that personal touch where the 
law could not come in. There was among al! 
civilised peoples a certain latent cruelty 
which always was liable to break forth if it 
was not kept under control. There also was, 
fortunately, average humanity in the average 
boy, and capacity for sympathy. What they 
had to do was to meet him on that ground, 
and to encourage that attribute. 


TEACHING THE YOUNG. 

In schools, especially, much educative work 
conld be done—work which would result in 
influencing the average national character. He 
believed that the Scciety for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals had more than once 
approached the responsible Minister for 
Education on the subject of the proper treat- 
ment of animals, and its inculeation in the 
schools, but he did not know with what 
success. 

In the ordinary national schools, with a 
good teacher and’ the influence that such a 
one could exercise over the children, it was 
quite possible to inculcate in the pupils an 
understanding and love of animals. From 
what he had seen of the national schools. he 
did not think that should be done in the form 
of set lessons. 

THE TEACHER'S ROLE. 

It was quite possible for a tactful teacher, 
who knew the nature of a boy, to insinuate 
ideas during ordinary work which would im- 
perceptibly give a boy the habit of caring for 
and understanding animals. It would be 
easier in country schools than in town schools, 
He advocated the judicious use of school 
reading books. There was little dealing with 
this subject in the books in use in their 
National schools, and yet there was an 
immense store of good literature which could 
be used in this direction. 

Mr. Edward Watson read the report of the 
Society, which stated that Mrs. Brew, Mul- 
halien had received a legacy of £200 to be 
used for prizes in connection with donkeys. 
He paid a tribute to the excellent work of 
Miss Powell, secretary to the Society.

The Venerable Bede tells us that in his 
time multitudes of English youth flocked to 
Ireland fot education, and that they were 
not only received with friendship and hos- 
itality, but were supplied at establishments 
like those at Armagh, Clonmacnoise, etc., 
with books, food and every other necessity 
ree of chargé.

students.

Certam 
it is that jealousy and distrust and enmity 
and all unchdritableness will never restore 
our beloved country to the proud positiou 
it occupied in the golden age. (Ajpiauee.) 

EVERYTHING POLITICAL. 

Lord Glenavy, Chairman of the Senate in 
the Irish Free State, responding, said that 
experience should, perhaps. make one a little 
diffident as to what exactly one should say 
upon the prosperity of Ireland. ...; 

“In these days,” he continued; “I am 
afraid that everything can be» said to be 
political, from the Constitution-to the length 
of our women’s skirts.. (Laughter.) Even the 
weather may get you into trouble when you 
come to consider the question of summer 
time. (Laughter. Therefore, one has to 
skate over very thin ice, and I hope that 
in the few observations I shall make that I 
shall “avoid hurting “the -susceptibilitios oí 
even the most tender-minded persons among 
us. Alter all, -the prosperity: of our 
country .is certainly nearer in the 
prosperity of its professions, ‘and ' on 
that account, and in the best interests of 
my country, I delight in hearing that your 
great College is so prosperous and flourishiny.

I mean 
not so much the honoured position that, in 
conjunction with other professions, your pro- 
fession has always held. and maintained at 
home and abroad, but what, i think. is 
too often overlooked is the extreme extent 
to a the profession has maintained a con- 
sistent reputation in its personal integri 
and chirnctée ™ oi ga 

He had been, he continued, in intimate 
contact with the medical profession for. over 
fifty years, and he could count on the fingers 
of one hand the number of its members who 
had come under thé wrath of the General 
Medical Council and who had to leave the 
yanks for professional misconduct.. (Hear 
hear.) That was really characteristic. of all 
the professions in Ireland. All that was to 
the good of the land, and so long as they 
maintained that high standard so Jong would 
they maintain the prosperity of their beloved 
country, (Applause.) 

Perhaps, he went on, all of us would like 
a rest from politics, and most of us would like 
a vest from legislation. (Applause.) I think 
that we have had as much legislation in the 
last six years as ought to do us for a life- 
time.

TIPPERARY, Sunday. 

A series of burglaries and robberies in 
Tipperary town and the rural district led to 
an exciting chase and capture by the Civic 
Guard yesterday. Throughout Friday night, 
despite the bitter cold and heavy rain, the 
Guards, under the command of Superinten- 
dent Keegan, carried out an exhaustive search 
for a suspected man in the Glen of Aherlow, 
Emly, Galbally, Ballylanders, Hospital and 
Knocklong, East Limerick. At six o'clock 
yesterday morning they were hot on the 
trail of the man. 

Near Emly the fugitive discarded an over- 
coat and fled across the country. The Guards 
also discarded coats and gave chase. 

Meantime Guards stationed in the neigh- 
bouring towns of Hospital and Knocklong 
were communicated with, and a man was 
eventually run to earth some hours later in 
a field near Knocklong. He was in an ex- 
hausted condition, and was barefooted and 
without a cap. 

He was arrested by Superintendent Keegan, 
and brought to Tipperary. An overcoat was 
found near Emly in the pockets of which were 
discovered several bundles of tobacco.. In 
the same district a box containing cheques 
and American coins was found, and close by 
a basket of eggs and two dozen bottles of 


The prisoner gave the name of Patrick 
Mulcahy, and is stated to be a native of 
County Cork, aged 56. 

NUMEROUS BURGLARIES. | 

There has been an extraordinary series of 
robberies in Tipperary, East Limerick and 
North-East Cork for some time past, and the 
chase and capture of the man were carried 
out with great energy by the Civic Guard, 
in pursuance of a plan conceived by Super- 
intendent Keegan. 

The frequency and daring nature of the 
shiaelen, had caused much public alarm. 
They had a similarity of method which 
showed that the same hand was at work 11 
all of them. In East Limerick the country- 
side was terrified by the wholesale depreda- 
tions at farmhouses of a.mysterious man, who 
was known by the name of “ Foxy Robert.

Wherever ‘there were food and drink avail- 
able the burglar:invariably helped himself 
to both on the spot, and took away with him 
as much as he could conveniently carry. . Thus 
recently at. one house he lighted a fire in the 
diningroom and had tea and boiled eggs, not 
forgetting to refresh MAimself from a bottle 
of wine which stood on the sideboard. In the 
case of a burglary at Donohill, Tipperary, 
about a week ago, when quantities of whiskey 
and brandy, and tobacco and cigarettes, 
together with about £3 in money, were stolen 
from the premises of Mr. John O'Dwyer, 
merchant, there were evidences that the 
visitor had helped himeelf liberally to whiskey 
in the bar before taking his leave. . 

The full extent of the robberies carried out 
is not yet known, but the Tipperary district 
seems to have come in for particular atten- 
tion. On Thursday night the shop premises 
of Mr. Michael McKenna, insurance agent, 
Henry street, were burgled and about £5 
taken. A purse containing American an‘ 
foreign coins, and a silver watch and some 
keys were stolen from the residence of the 
Rev. Matihew Sampson, C.C., Golden. A 
few days before a bicycle which had been 
left outside a house at Bansha at night was 
taken and was later discovered by the Civic 
Guard outside the residence of the Rev. 
Mdward O'Donnéll, C.C. It then transpired 
that Father O’Donnell’s house, had been

Mr. A. D. Delap, M.Inst.C.E., a member 
of the well-known Dublin firm of Delap and 
Waller, civil engineers, when asked by an 
Irish Times reporter for his views on the 
Dublin Port ee 5 Docks Board (Bridge) Bill, 
which is to be considered by a Joint Com- 
mittee of both Houses of the Oireachtas, said 
that the bill, which was concerned solely with 
the re-building of Butt Bridge, reached its 
second reading in February of last year. Then 
a special committee of the Dail was appointed 
to consider ‘‘ whether the erection of a new 
bridge in the place of the present Butt Bridge 
would in any way prejudice proposals which 
are being made, or may be made, for the 
solution of the traffic problem in the centre of 
the city.” 

This committee, having taken evidence, re- 
poste in April, 1927, recommending the re- 

uilding of Butt Bridge, plus a transporter 
bridge at Guild street. In May, 1927, on the 
motion to appoint a joint committee to con- 
sider the bill, the President of the Dail stated 
that the Port and Docks Board had agreed to 
extend or amend the bill to include the trans- 
porter bridge, and added that it was con- 
sidered necessary that it should be capable 
of dealing with a thousand vehicles per hour, 
and should run diagonally to link up Guild 
street and Cardiff Jane. 

Mr. Esmonde, speaking for the special com- 
mittee (Mr. Thrift, the chairman, being 
absent), explained that, owing to their terms 
of reference being solely confined to the 
— of traffic, they arrived at these con- 
clusions, and he added the pious hope, “‘ Pos- 
sibly it may work out all right in the end,” 


THE TRANSPORTER BRIDGE. 

**In accordance with their undertaking,’’ 
said Mr. Delap, “the Port and Docks Board 
have lodged an amended bill, and this, which 
involves mach more important questions than 
the rebuilding of Butt Bridge, hos not in its 
amended form been before the Dail at all. 
The financial provisions are increased from 
£120,000 to £200,000, and this increase is en- 
tirely due to the addition of a transporter 
bridge. 

‘‘ This transporter bridge is a possible solu- 
tion of the traffic problem; but 1s it the best 
solution, or is it a solution for which we are 
prepared to pay £180,000? And what exactly 
is thé traffic problem? The outstanding 
feature of the problem is the extraordinary 
state of affairs on O'Connell Bridge, the main 
cross-river artery, where half the surface of 
the bridge is used for parking cars. and only 
half, or Jess than half, for its legitimate pur- 
pose. 

“ Butt Bridge, when rebuilt. will take more 
than double its present traffic. Surely it 
would be wise to rearrange the traffic on 
O'Connell Bridge, so as to use it all; to re- 
build Butt Bridge, and thus double the pre- 
sent capacity of both these bridges; and then, 
when the effect of these changes has heen 
seen, decide on the exact site and kind of 
bridge, if any, that is wanted down the river. 
The exact site and exact kind of bridge—if a 
bridge down there js found necessarv—are 
questions that would need very long and very 
careful study. 


“ A GLORIFLED FERRY.” 

“A transporter. bridge, which is, after all, 
not much better, bat very much 
pensive, than a glorified ferry, means not only 
intermittent traffic, but traffic reversed in 
direction at frequent intervals. and all the 
inevitable congestion and confusion that this 
would result in. 

“A lift-bridge for the traffic carried would 
not probably be much more expensive, end, 
except for those times when vessels were 
passing up and down river, would give con- 
tinuous traffic in both directions. 

“To concinde.”” said Mr. Delap, “ F would 
say: Use the bridge you have for traffic, 
not for parking cars. Rebuild Butt Bridge 
and widen fara street to meet the increased 
trailic. Watch results, and, while doing so, 
consider whether any bridge down river 's 
called. for, “aud, if it is, the best possible 
position and the best possible kind of bridge 
to put there.”

“ WANTED” MAN FOUND 
DEAD IN BOG,

After a ten-day search for Patrick Murphy, 
the County Louth mason, “ wanted ” for the 


murder of his wife in their cottage at Mill- | 
Dundalk, his dead . 
body was found last Saturday afternoon in a | 


town, five miles from 


bog with the throat cut. 
Murphy, a man of fifty years of age, and 


of great physical strength, killed his wife | 


while she lay in bed on the morning of the 
9th inst. The woman was killed by blows on 
the head from a heavy hatchet, and the crime 
was witnessed by four little sons, who were 
in bed in the same room. Having locked the 
children in the kitchen and left a note on the 
table, stating that he had killed his wife 
because she tried to poison him, Murphy left 
the house 

For ten days he was unsuccessfully soucht 
by Civic Guards, by the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary, and by civilians. He was known 
to have a razor and a knife in his possession, 
and, believing that he was at large, people in 
the neighbourhood were terror-stricken. They 
barricaded their houses at dusk and kept their 


children away from school lest thev should | 


meet the dangerous man on the roads. The 
mountains and bogs in the locality were 
searched by Civic Guards, and the Northern 
= kept watch on the border, across which 
lurphy was stated to have gone. 

THROAT CUT. 

On Saturday afternoon his dead body was 
found on a boggy patch of land. His throat. 
was cut, and a note was found in his pocket 
similar to that which had been left in the 
house immediately after the crime. 

The discovery was made by an old -nan, 
named Stephen Daffy, who was driving ducks 
to a bog in Kilkerley, a spot within a mile of 
Murphy's cottage. 
the ducks refused to swim to their accus. 
tomed place, and persisted in going the 
opposite direction. On going out to investi- 
gate he found a black bundle sticking out cf 
thé water. He sent for the Guards. 

‘After wading knee-deep through water and 
slime the Guards reached the spot, and found 
the. body of the “wanted” man.

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AMERICAN 


In some quarters the view is expressed that 
the influence of monétary and financial de- 
velopments in America upon. the London 
market is exaggerated—that because interest 
rates there advance there is no reason why 
they should rise here. As stated on a pre- 
vious occasion, it does not follow because New 
York has gone up from 4 to 44 per cent. that 
the Bank of England will take a similar 
step. “Much will depend upon the course of 
the sterling dollar exchange. If that con- 
tinues fairly steady after the temporary 
decline that, was certain to be witnessed at 
first, the authorities here will probably con- 
»sider that there is no reason for raising the 
Bank rate, especially in view of the excep- 
tionally strong position as regards gold, 
though it would seem that we require every: 
ounce of gold now held for the purpose of 
prospective fusion of the two note issues. The 
rise in the New York rediscount rate is more 
than a gesture; it represents an endeavour 
to check the speculation in America which 
has been going on there for so long and 
threatened to become dangerous by reason of 
the heavy demands it entailed for bank loans. 
The advance to 44 per cent. may have the 
désired effect, but if it does not a further rise 
will probably be witnessed. Evidently, there- 
fore, both New York and London are faced 
with a probable périod of uncertainty regard- 
ing money rates in the future, and uncertainty 
is one of the chief enemies to bullish markets 


INTERDEPENDENCE OF MARKETS 


In view of the extent to which the Stock 
Markets were adversely affected last week 
by the break in Wall street, it might be con- 
sidered that it would have heen better if New 
York had not taken so important an interest 
in our securities, or in those shares in which 
there are dealings-im both .New:.York and 
London, such, for instance, as Brazilian Trac- 
tion, Hydro-Electric Securities, International 
Holdings, Celanese of America, etc. But 
if America had not taken this ipterest it is 
very certain that the boom in Industrials in 
London would not have reached the dimén- 
sions it did. We have got to face the fact 
that from now onward London must be 

atly influenced by the course of things in 

all street. There will probably be a re- 
covery from last week s set-back, and we may 
see a renewal of speculation on the bull tack, 
but, without pretending to forecast the future, 
it is a le assumption that, speaking 
generally, the highest prices touched when 
the boom was at its height are not likely to 
be witnessed again. What appears to have 
been established in the last year or so is a 
more intimate connection between the leading 
markets of the world. 


THIS WEEK'S SETTLEMENT. 


The account which finished on Friday last 
was the first for a very long time, during 
which the movements had not been in favour 
of operators for the rise or holders of stock, 
and because of the extent of the reaction in 
prices business is likely to be comparatively 
uiet until the settlement has been concluded. 

is does not mean that any trouble is ex- 
pected. We have had a boom—and a some- 
what remarkable one, al] things considered-— 
but, as far as can be seen, there has been 
no wild gambling on the part of the public. 
The latter, for the most part, have taken up 
and paid for the shares in which they became 
interested, and purely speculative operations, 
hy which is meant gambling for market turns, 
have been almost entirely left to the profes- 
sionals, who are quick to snatch profits or 
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cut a loss. Some very big people ate under- 
stood to have conducced important operations 
in certain shares, and probably some of them 
were realising profits last week; while even 
if they sow, themselves in the position oí 
having to cut losses they are well able to 
o so, because of tne substantial profits 
obtained in the past. 


A HEALTHY REAC!ION. 


This is a reminder of the fact that what 
reaction has taken place from the highest 
level in the last week or so is really unim- 
portant in comparison with the extent of the 
previous rise, thougn obviously any members 
of the public who bought at the top have 
reason to regret their temerity. 

In many cases values were undoubtedly in- 
flated here as they were in New York, and 
a reaction was inevitable; indeed, the set- 
hack is to be welcomed, for otherwise markets 
might have got into a dangerous staté. The 
course of affairs in the next week or two will 
be watched with very great interest. Much, 
ohviously will depend upon New York, and 
what people here would like to know is 
whether the break will prove to he of a 
more or less permanent character: that is to 
say, will mark the end of the great specula- 
tive movement on the other side, or will he 
followed in due course by a substantial re- 
covery. 


FINANC : BUSINGSS. 


A somewhat unsatisfactory feature of the 
late boom, if one is justified in using the ex- 
pression yet, was the extent to which com. 
panies were promoted, not to engage in in- 
dustry themselves, but in order to acquire 
shares in other concerns. Necessarily, their 
operations were purely financial, and 
the extent to which shares were acquired 
and issued made the procedure a little 
doubtful. In a rising market these financial 
concerns ‘were almost certain to do well, 
but what seems to have happened is that 
an unduly large amount of capital has been 
created to finance directly or indirectly a 
much smaller amount of business—real busi- 
ness that is, such as the production of 
articles for which there is a public demand. 
In several cases the shares of these finance 
concerns have been carried to very big pre- 
miums, and if there is to be a general set- 
back in Stock Exchange securities, it is the 
shares of such companies that presumably 
will suffer most. Probably the people who 
have made most out of the recent boom are 
the company promotors, and those concerned 
in the arrangement of big deals in shares. 


DUNLOP RUBBex. 


For some time past Dunlop Rubbers 
have been a disappointing market, but it 
may be suggested that the adverse effects 
of the new share issue have been exagge- 
rated. Owing to the weak state of the 
market at the time the offer was made, the 
terms provided a comparatively small “turn,” 
and this in itself appears to have led to 
further selling of the shares. It may be 
suggested that when the new shares have 
found a permanent home the price will re- 
cover substantially. Dunlops still command 
a substantial premium on their par value of 
6s. 8d., but this premium does not represent 
many hundreds per cent., as in the case 
of various newer companies, about whose 
prospects comparatively little is known. On 
the other hand, the business of the Dunlo 
Rubber Co. is thoroughly well established, 
and it is a business which is not subject to 
the vagaries of fashion. Instead, the (de. 
mand for the product is likely to he a 
steadily growing one, and there is a fai: 
prospect of profits further increasing with 


the progress of time.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


A case of considerable interest to motor 
dealers who hold general trade licences under 
the Roads Vehicles (Trade Licence) Regula- 
tions of 1923 was decided recently by Mr. 
Collins in the Dublin District Court. These
